On July 6 we advertised that Coldstream Stud had bred 7 stakes winners 
in 1946, but we found that we overlooked Magpie (Brevity—Evening Tide) 
which won two stakes in Canada on which we had no Racing Form charts. 


Then, when Athene, airy-going daughter of *Heliopolis, won the $25,000 
Arlington Park Modesty Stakes on Wednesday, July 10, Coldstream Stud’s 
count of 1946 stakes winners was standing at 9. This, incidentally, is plenty 
good enough io put us 3 ahead of our nearest ‘‘market’’ (yearling selling) com- 
petitor, in production of stakes winners on the flat this year and two ahead of 
any breeder, no matter how many horses produced by him. Our 1946 stakes 
winners to date are: 


Athene, Canina, Hampden, Helioptic, Hydrant, Seeing Eye, Sicily, The 
Doge, Magpie. 


Furthermore, as stated before, we led all breeders of stakes winners in 1945 
with these 8: Athene, Canina, Cerberus, Marine Victory, Seeing Eye, Star Pilot, 
The Doge, Sicily. 


Nevertheless, we are not quantity breeders. We never produced over 30 
foals in any one year and then only in 1940 and 1942. We never have sold more 
than 22 yearlings in any one year. 


And---Did You Know: 


Athene and Carolyn A. (Demoiselle Stakes) are out of mares by *Bull Dog, 
which horse to July 11 was tied for the lead in respect to broodmare sire honors 
with Man o’ War and “Sir Gallahad III, each of the three being thus represented 
by 7 stakes winners out of their daughters. The ones out of mares by “Bull 
Dog are: 


Athene, Carolyn A., Earshot, Hampden, Magpie, Sea Snack, Wee Admiral.

We Can Do What We Like 


HEN the question of the Jersey Act was 

forced upon the attention of the racing 
world in January by the vigorous retaliatory pol- 
iey advocated by the Thoroughbred Club of Amer- 
ica and other organizations, the English press 
rose at once to defend the clause which excludes 
about nine-tenths of the best American horses 
from the General Stud Book. This was surprising 
in that the traditional English reaction to any 
remarks about the Jersey Act is a dead silence or 
a quick change to another subject, such as the 
heat and humidity. 

We were delighted when the first journalistic 
champions entered the lists, clad in the traditional 
arguments all shined and polished anew after 
years in the museum, and bearing the rampant 
lions upon their shields. Now we could fight this 
thing out, and woe to the warrior who splintered 
his lance, for there would be no quarter. Goody! 
we said among ourselves, for this was going to be 
a most enjoyable scuffle. 

Then the strangest thing happened. The stout- 
horsed knights came together with a wonderful 
galumphing of hoofs and clatter of syllogisms 
and for a moment you could see nothing for the 
dust, and people from as far away as Brisbane 
began looking for knotholes to watch the fight. 
But when the dust cleared the English combatants 
had disappeared into thin air and the Americans 
were alone in the field, once more looking very 
skilful and foolish driving their lances through 
unresponsive bags of sawdust. When the ushers 
had taken a quick check they found the English 
team sitting in a remote corner of the grand- 
stand, munching peanuts and enjoying the show 
no end. 

The silent treatment had been resumed. As if 
by common consent the English writers went back 
to their old let-’em-rave policy, which has won 
mere battles than Hannibal’s cavalry. In the last 
few months the English press has devoted about 
as much space to the Jersey Act as to the flaxseed 
crop in Paraguay. 
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However, a quietly ironical and perhaps signif- 
icant item appeared in Observer’s column in the 
June 22 issue of Horse and Hound (London). 


It seems that the projected American loan 
to this country may be even now in jeopardy 
and we feel we ought to point out to the Gov- 
ernment the dire threat to its plans which 
has come to our notice. 

Mr. Arthur B. Driscoll, Sports Editor of 
the Philadelphia Record, supported by a 
weighty editorial in the Thoroughbred Rec- 
ord, demands that the loan should be with- 
held until all American horses rated there as 
thoroughbred are admitted to our Stud Book. 

Will Messrs. Weatherby now come forward 
as the saviours of their country? Nothing 
less, according to Mr. Driscoll, may retrieve 
the situation. In the meantime it seems 
strange to our insular natures that the Amer- 
icans should take this matter so much to 
heart. They have their own Stud Book and 
can do what they like with it. Surely we can 
do the same with ours? 


First, THE BLoop-HorSE would like to make 
clear its conviction that under no circumstances 
should the Thoroughbred breeders and owners of 
this country attempt to influence the Government 
to make the British loan conditional upon the 
rescission of the Jersey Act. The loan to Britain 
is a question affecting the welfare of hundreds 
of millions of people, and the future of democ- 
racy in a hazardous world. The Jersey Act is a 
picayune affair, of consequence to a few thousand. 
For American horse breeders, as such, to meddle 
with the larger issue would be an offense punish- 
able by an overwhelming public resentment. 

But the significant part of Observer’s comment 
is: “They have their own Stud Book and can do 
what they like with it.” England’s stud book is 
closed to American horses. The implication is 
that it will be all right with England if our stud 
book is closed to their horses. This appears to be 
the prevailing attitude in England, and there is a 
deal of sense to it.

Get Better 


Now It's Purses 


NEw York, July 14 

HERE was a bit of unrest last week, among 

horsemen, when it became known that purse 
minimums at Saratoga would be $3,000, instead 
of the prevailing $3,500. A part of this came 
from a misunderstanding about the Jamaica end 
of the meeting, evidently created by the fact that 
the condition book for the upstate meeting got out 
before the one for the peculiar session which 
opens July 22 at Jamaica. This, by the way, is 
pretty good in itself. 

But still more arose from the fact that the 
Saratoga Association, with its usual single-mind- 
edness—to pick the least offensive term which 
long refiection suggests—determined on its purses 
and its plans without any notification to horse- 
men, so that these learned of the reduction from 
the condition book itself. 

Obviously Saratoga-at-Saratoga is not going to 
have the revenue to pay $3,500 purses. But horse- 
men have pointed out that the announced reason 
for having two weeks of racing at Jamaica was 
to make enough money to keep up purses at Sara- 
toga. So they are hardly unreasonable in want- 
ing to know what became of this notion. If—as 
is thoroughly possible—the two-week stand at 
Jamaica will not yield enough revenue for this 
purpose, there was no reason this could not have 
been explained to owners and trainers, fully il- 
lustrated with figures. This is to say that the 
Saratoga Association may have been thoroughly 
justified in the reduction, but there is no sane 
reason why it could not have explained itself to 
those whose revenue it cuts. 

Sometimes this bystander looks on with re- 
spectful wonder. Here is a racing association 
which objected bitterly—almost as stubbornly as 
a rabbit—to the imposition of the additional 5 per 
cent tax at Saratoga, as an unwarranted clip at 
a business which Saratoga needs badly. And 
while the objections are being entered, it has in 
the hands of a printer a condition book which 
cuts the earnings of horsemen, whom the Sara- 
toga Association needs badly, without giving any 
advance notice or explanation. 

A really strong organization, of course, would 
have told the Saratoga Council to go kiss a pig, 
and to get the tax off if they expected to have any 
racing. Most horsemen would have backed them 
up gladly, and the Saratoga council would have 
found itself faced with the alternative of explain- 
ing to its constituents where the August visitors 
went, or of eliminating the 5 per cent tax. There 
are some obvious risks to such a course, but it is

just because politicians have found that these 
tracks will not take risks that they get pushed 
around so much. 

Perhaps the explanation of the situation lies 
in some casual remarks made last year by a very 
competent observer. ‘These people are in racing 
because it’s the only business where they can 
make money,” he said. He specified a business 
they could not operate at a profit, even if located 
across the road from Camp Dix. It was a very 
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old business, but one which is considerably below 
the dignity of the Saratoga Association. 


Limited Handicaps 


OCAL authorities are chewing a bit on the 

notion of limited handicaps, such as Ben 
Lindheimer has announced at Chicago. Nothing 
official has been done, or is even being done, but 
various people are talking over the idea, and the 
impression here is that the reaction is largely 
favorable. This onlooker has no authority to 
quote Jack Campbell on the subject, but he is at 
least not opposed to the idea. 


Reflection suggests that a hard and fast weight 
limitation is not the best possible answer, though 
in justice to the Lindheimer plan, it’s a whole 
lot better than doing nothing or making the same 
limitation hypocritically, which have been the 
two usual approaches to the handicap problem. 
Sprints, for instance, ought hardly to be gov- 
erned by the same rule which limits handicaps 
at 1% miles. And cheaper handicap horses ought 
not to be driven out of the division entirely—the 
big thing is to see that the top horses get their 
chance at the top handicaps. There isn’t any rea- 
son a $10,000 handicap should be limited. If big 
stables try to pick up the small stakes with their 
top horses, let ’em carry the grandstand. It’s in 
the $50,000 races that the outstanding perform- 
ers need protection through weight limitation. 

The Butler Handicap, as run last Saturday, 
would just about have got in under the wire, as 
weight limitation is discussed hereabouts. The 
range from top to bottom was 22 pounds, which 
doesn’t seem too much. Actually, as this tourist 
sees it, the primary necessity is to keep outstand- 
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ing horses from being crushed under increasing 
weight. The low weights more or less take care 
of themselves, because there are so few jockeys 
that can make them. 


Best Since the Suburban 


HE Butler, by the way, was quite a race. Pavot 

didn’t run at all up to expectation, stopping 
badly after a mile. First Fiddle, on the other 
hand, did. ‘He used to have one bad front leg,” 
one man put it, “but he had class enough to win 
anyway. Now he’s got two, and I don’t think he 
can manage.” 

Gallorette ran the race of her life, which did 
her little good because Lucky Draw ran the race 
of his life too, and got her right at the end. The 
winner is something of a training triumph for 
W. F. Mulholland, who has been puttering with 
him all year at Belmont Park. The horse went 
went wrong at three, and was out all of last year. 
This spring he was coming along all right for a 
while and then he blew up—‘“just went~all to 
pieces,’ Mr. Mulholland said. He was painstak- 
ingly put together again and he came to the But- 
ler off of a six-furlong race in which he got hope- 
lessly out of things and then won, and a doubtful 
performance in the Yonkers, where he sprinted 
a while and then quit. 

The first thing he did in the Butler was prac- 
tically to fall out of the gate. Hedley Woodhouse, 
who is one of the few boys that can make 105 
pounds—the few good ones, that is—was inclined 
to think afterward that Lucky Draw won because 
of the trouble he got in. He wasn’t off fast 


enough to get in any sprinting duels and he 
couldn’t get clear to make his run earlier.

me Virginia Horsemen’s Association held its 
first annual show of breeding stock at the War- 
renton horse show grounds Saturday, July 13, and 
a good time was had by all. Mr. J. North Fletch- 
er, chairman of the show committee, Mr. Nick 
Saegmuller, manager, and Mr. A. Mackay-Smith, 
executive director of the association, had arranged 
everything well and many of those who enjoyed 
the day were able to get home before dark. 


The attendance was very good, and there were 
twice as many horses as there were people. In 
Virginia, on the average, a horse show is started 
(some of them never end) every 45 minutes dur- 
ing the summer months, and it is a revelation to 
persons from other parts of the country to dis- 
cover how much time a real Virginian can put in 
looking at horses, riding horses, trading horses, 
and talking horses, and still find time to get in 
his crops and figure his income tax. 

The judge of the racing division of the show 
was Mr. J. A. Estes, of Lexington, Ky. Among 
those who greeted him when he arrived at the 
show grounds was Mr. Walter Craigie, the 
eminent writer, of Richmond. “Welcome,” said 
Mr. Craigie, “to the horse country.” “You,” 
said Mr. Estes, “can repeat that with emphasis.” 

Mr. Estes is quite well known in the horse field. 
Back in 1934, after desultory preliminary efforts, 
he was on a horse long enough to fall off and 
break a collar bone, an incident of which many 
of the old-time horsemen around Lexington still 
like to reminisce, especially in his presence. Be- 
fore that, on two or three occasions, he had cashed 
mutuel tickets at the old Kentucky Association 
track. He has had long experience as an expert, 
-and was right once. 

The first class in the racing division was an 
-exhibition of stallions, including Star Beacon, 
Rodney, Maxim, Halberd, Thellusson, Charley O., 
and Wait A Bit. Maxim, owned by C. V. Whitney 
and standing at A. S. Hewitt’s Montana Hall, is 
by Boojum out of the stakes winner Motto; he 
would be a delight to a Quarter Horse man’s 
heart, but is somewhat longer than he is broad. 
Halberd, owned by David N. Rust, Jr., is by 
*Blenheim II out of Wand, one of the best race 
mares got by Man o’ War; his first foals are now 
yearlings, and a fine lot. Double Scotch is a wide- 
bodied, powerful Stimulus horse which gets quick 
speed. William Ziegler, Jr.’s Wait A Bit, at the 
end of his first stud season, is filling out into a 
very handsome horse. In Kentucky the sight of 
so many stallions being paraded in a show ring 
would have caused their owners to age quite rap- 
idly, but in Virginia they think nothing of it. 

It was thought best, after careful consideration,

not to let Mr. Estes judge this class, and it was 
simply an exhibition. 

By this time it was about a quarter after five, 
and Judge Estes had a date at a cocktail party 
at six. As there were about eight classes to be 
disposed of, he started off vivace con moto, using 
the eeny meeny miney mo system which he has 
perfected, and made such speed that in ten min- 
utes he had two offers to judge other shows, 
These, however, were retracted later. 

In the class of mares “with foal at foot or bred 
this season, suitable to produce race horses,” first 
choice was Brookmeade Farm’s Sun Monia, by 
*Sun Briar; second, Peach Brothers’ Golden Per, 
by Perchance; third, Mr. Ziegler’s Marching 
Home, by John P. Grier; fourth, Justin Funk- 
houser’s Avoca, by *Quatre Bras II. All the 
judging of Thoroughbreds was done without ben- 
efit of name or pedigree, and with the eyes 
averted. It was a fine tribute to the judge’s hon- 
esty in complying with these conditions that he 
placed two other nice mares ahead of the broad 
and powerful Marching Home, dam of Bounding 
Home, Breezing Home, ete. 

In the class of foals he placed first the filly by 
Bull Lea out of Marching Home; second, the colt 
by *Strolling Player out of Avoca; third, the colt 
by Ginobi out of Golden Per; fourth, North Cliff 
Farm’s filly by Pilate out of Angelus Tempo. For 
this remarkable piece of accidental consistency 
the judge, when he had discovered it, was con- 
gratulated by himself. 

The trouble started in the class for yearling 
fillies. There were four or five thousand entries 
in this class, according to the judge’s estimate, 
though the program listed only 23. The judge, 
who is a trifle wall-eyed, went through them at 
great speed looking at two at a time and made 
the following placings, in order: A. S. Hewitt’s 
Pilate—Knight’s Gal, Old Glory Farm’s *Hilltown 
or Arabs Arrow—Brown Street, Mr. and Mrs. 
John T. Maloney’s Questionnaire—Bacchanal, 
Kenneth N. Gilpin’s Heather Broom—Calycan- 
thus. 

About that time (5:35 p. m., E.S.T.) a dark 
suspicion settled upon the crowd. The judge had 
given the blue ribbon to a filly owned by his ac- 
complice, Abram S. Hewitt, who was known to 
have made the trip from Kentucky with him. 

Things might not have looked so bad, at that, 
except for the judging contest in which the spec- 
tators participated. This is a very special kind 
of contest. Cards were sold to individuals in the 
crowd, and on each card the purchaser, after hav- 
ing made as close an inspection as the judge’s 
speed allowed, marked his first, second, third, and 
fourth choices among the yearlings. A Size-O0 
pot of gold or something was to go to the contest- 
ant whose judgment was the most nearly perfect, 
the standard of perfection, of course, being the 
judge’s choices. When it was announced that Mr. 
A. S. Hewitt had won not only the blue ribbon 
but the pot, the suspicion turned about three 
shades darker. 

Unabashed, Judge Estes went on to cast his 
eagle eye upon the class for yearling colts. By 
this time he was really picking up speed, and

The California 
Market 


A 3I Per Cent Gain 


HIS year the first returns of the summer year- 

ling sales come from California, where, at 
Santa Anita Park, the California Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association was holding its eighth an- 
nual sale (its first devoted exclusively to year- 
lings) on the evenings of July 15, 16, and 17. Two 
of these sessions had been finished when THE 
BLOoD-HORSE went to press, and in the two even- 
ings a total of 76 yearlings had been disposed of 
for $192,400, average $2,532. 

This was a gain of 31 per cent over the total 
of the comparable sale of 1945, held late in Sep- 
tember, when 63 head brought $122,000, average 
$1,937. 

The prices during the first two sessions ranged 
up to $12,000, equaling the record for California 
auctions established last year, and there were 
three other prices of $10,000 or more. 


Monday Evening, July 15 


N the first night 39 head brought $125,800, 

average $3,226. The high price of $12,000 
was made by a Bargello—Battle Call colt from 
Melwood Ranch, the same farm which produced 
last year’s top-priced California yearling. The 
buyer was Joseph di Giorgio, who races as La 
Favorita Farm. Two sons of *Firozepore brought

They are tough-looking 
fellows, good-sized, big-boned, big-jointed, flat- 
cannoned, husky, powerful yearlings, with strong, 
tapering forearms and wide, well organized rear- 
works. Flip Flap’s son is tall and tangy, with 
an extra good shoulder and straight hind leg. 
Grey Watch’s is big, plain, angular, quick in his 
movements. Gay Jane’s colt is powerful and 
masculine, deep and long in the body, very heavily 
muscled at forearms and thighs, with a very 
good head. Much the finest in quality among 


them is the flashy chestnut out of Corn Field,

Top Sprinter Beats 
Top Stayers 


Argentina's Super-Horse 


RIO DE JANEIRO, July 6 
RGENTINES think they have found the “su- 
per-crack.”” Since Banderin died in a work- 
out in early 1944, they have been waiting for a 
great champion. Several top horses gave them 
the impression they had it, but then failed to 
confirm their superiority over the others in the 
fashion needed in South America for a horse to 
have the right to the title of true champion. First 
Filon gave a good show, but then he was beaten 
by Brochazo. This latter horse was not a real 
formidable champion and was surely inferior to 
the famous mare Plateria. This daughter of 
Parlanchin was the nearest thing to a great one 
since Banderin, but she was unsound and her 
starts were very few in 1944, only one in 1945, 
and only one this year. After Filon came to Bra- 
zil last year, Churrinche was regarded as the 
best, but Filon returned in November and beat 
him again. 

Filon was retired into an Argentine stud and 
Churrinche appeared again the best, being then 
shipped to Uruguay, where Miron beat him. Mi- 
ron came to Brazil and here he is regarded as the 
No. 1 horse now. Churrinche was again the top 
in Argentina and his kingdom was considered to 
include Uruguay too. Then Quibus appeared 
among top Argentine weight-for-age contenders 
and became the greatest contender for Chur- 
rinche’s leadership, since Ben Omar, another top 
veteran stayer, was retired into stud. 

Meanwhile, Ensueno was the king of sprinters. 
No horse could match him over a short way. Ten 
times he had started, all of them over 1,000 meters 
(about five furlongs), winning nine races and be- 
ing second once, when he suffered several inter- 
ferences in the race. Then he tried the 1,600 
meters (about one mile) against one of the better 
milers in Argentina, Aden. Ensueno scored a 
smashing victory. Upper Cut Stable, owners of 
Ensueno, resolved then to take the chance of try- 
ing a staying contest, and found the important 
Clasico Vicente L. Casares, over 2,500 meters 
(about 12% furlongs), a good race for it. In the 
Vicente L. Casares, only three horses were pre- 
sented, and the others were Churrinche and 
Quibu, the top distance horses. 

Ensueno took the lead, with Quibi second and 
Churrinche third and last. The pace was a very 
fast one, although the track was somewhat slow. 
In the backstretch Ensueno slowed the pace and 
then Quibi attacked him. However, J. P. Arti- 
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gas, Ensueno’s rider, asked him and the leader 
again took an advantage of two lengths. Quibu 
tried to get the pacemaker again, but couldn’t. 
When they entered into the stretch, Churrinche 
challenged strongly—his characteristic rush of a 
true stayer. However, Ensueno was too good 
for him and never was menaced, winning by three 
lengths, while Quibi was third and last, two and 
one-half lengths back. 

After the race it was announced Ensueno had 
beaten Payaso’s 14-year-old record. The new 
mark is 2:32% for the 2,500 meters, over a not 
so fast course, set by a horse under 125.4 pounds, 
with speed in reserve! 

Trainer Alfonso Salvati was asked to state a 
price for Ensueno, and the candidate to purchase 
the horse, as it was disclosed, was a North Amer- 
ican owner. He answered there was no price. 
The bidder then offered 300,000 Argentine pesos 
(about $74,000) for the horse, but Salvati again 
said Ensueno was not for sale. Perhaps you 
would be well informed to know no horse in Ar- 
gentina was ever sold for such a price or any- 
thing near it. Then you understand what Ar- 
gentina thinks of Ensueno. They say he is the 
Super-Crack. In fact, La Nacion, whose Turf 
editor is one of the most dependable in his coun- 
try, said Ensueno is much superior to Banedrin, 
the last of the previous “great horses” of Argen- 
tine Turf.

British Empire, Ensueno’s sire, is now gaining 
ground to be the new king among Argentine stal- 
lions. Sweet Katie, the dam of the new champion, 
previously had foaled the unknown filly Claudine. 
However, Ensueno’s grandam, Miss Marget, full 
sister to Coronach (Epsom Derby, St. Leger, As- 
cot Gold Cup, Eclipse, Coronation Stakes), foaled 
the top stakes winner Saltabanco. 

The practical results of the rise of. Ensueno 
have appeared now. The important Clasico Cha- 
cabuco, over 3,000 meters, to be presented at 
Palermo on July 14, whose starters would include, 
along with Churrinche and Quibt, the formidable 
staying Seabra entry of Camembert ¢a great 
racer over the distance in Argentina) and Can- 
taro (champion stayer in Uruguay), is menaced 
with the possibility of a walk-over for Ensueno. 
Churrinche probably will be a contestant, but it 
appears Quibu will not. Meanwhile, Nelson Sea- 
bra, of Rio de Janeiro, announced his entry will 
not run. Cantaro will stay in Uruguay, and 
Camembert in the stable. The entry will try to 
beat Ensueno in the Clasico General Pueyrredon, 
to be presented in August, over 4,000 meters. 
“Then,” said Mr. Seabra, “perhaps they have a 
fair chance. With only 500 meters more than in 
the Vicente L. Casares (referring to the Chaca- 
buco), no horse in the world could beat Ensueno.” 

This writer is not of the same opinion. Per- 
haps he is wrong, but 3,000 meters (almost 1% 
miles) requires much more staying ability than

Uruguay and Brazil 


HERE are now three unbeaten juveniles in 

Uruguay, among the colts. The early cham- 
pion was Farouche. When this colt was given 
a rest, another leader rose in Comando. Neither 
has lost a race. Now, in the Clasico Patria, over 
1,300 meters, another unbeaten colt appeared as 
a candidate for juvenile leadership. He is Sir 
Coty, full brother to the champion horse Lord 
Coty, by the famous Uruguayan racer. 


Sir Coty easily won the Clasico Patria in 
1:1944, from Cooper, Parnaso and Multiple. He 
is by Coty out of Lady Berkeley, by Safety First, 
and is owned by Zig-Zag Stable. Perhaps he will 
clash with Farouche and Comando in the Uru- 
guayan Polla de Potrillos, to be raced in August. 

The principal race in Brazil last Sunday was 
the newly established Grande Premio Frederico 
Lundgren, honoring the late F. J. Lundgren, a 
noted breeder who died early this year. The event 
was at weight-for-age over 2,400 meters, for 3- 
year-olds and up (only one day later, on July 1, 
South American horses counted another year of 
age). In the entries was the famous mare Fon- 
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taine, but she had a cough attack after a wonder- 
ful workout and was scratched. A field of eight 
horses started and the favorite was the brilliant 
colt Goyo, with Darbolito, a prominent veteran at 
Cidade Jardim, shipped especially for the race to 
Gavea, the second choice. 

Eldorado, a top older stayer, won by one-half 
length, with Goyo second, Eneas third. Time, 
2:36, muddy track. 

Eldorado was one of the best stayers last year. 
He found himself at his best in the Brazilian St. 
Leger in August, when he was second to Typhoon. 
Then he was second again to Typhoon in the 
Grande Premio Guanabara, over the same dis- 
tance as the St. Leger (3,000 meters). In the 
Grande Premio Derby Club (3,800 meters) he 
beat all his opponents, including Typhoon, but 
then his owner, J. S. Guimaraes, presented him 
in the 2,000-meter Grande Premio 15 de Novem- 
bro, instead of starting his stayer in the 4,000- 
meter Grande Premio Jockey Club do Rio de 
Janeiro. Eldorado was soundly beaten last, and 
was given a rest until this year. He was fifth 
in the 2,400-meter Grande Premio Sao Francisco 
Xavier, on June 23, and then won the Grande 
Premio Frederico Lundgren, over the same dis- 
tance. He is now regarded as one of the top con- 
tenders for the Grande Premio Brasil, our great- 
est race, to be presented at Gavea on August 4, 


During the running of the Butler Handicap at Empire City on July 13, Mrs. Ada L. Rice’s hand- 
some SIRDE broke his left fore leg, had to be destroyed. Winner of the San Carlos Handicap this 
year and strong contender in other stakes, the Washington-bred 5-year-old son of *Mio d’Arezzo— 
Risky Miss set a track record of 1:42% for 1%6 miles at Hollywood Park last October, equaled it five 


days later.

Concerning Goyo, I am sure he would have 
beaten Eldorado at 2,400 meters, if the race had 
been free of interference. His jockey remained 
last until the stretch and unsuccessfully tried for 
a while to find a break in the wall made by the 
front horses. I doubt his staying ability only be- 
cause he is no longer sound of wind. 

I must mention another start of the top juve- 
nile colt in Brazil, on June 29, at Gavea, when the 
Classico Rayl de Carvalho, over 1,400 meters 
(about seven furlongs), was presented. He 
made the pace from start to finish, always under 
restraint, won by four lengths from Jundiahy, in 
the good time of 1:2445, track not so fast. He is 
by Santarem (by the North American-bred Nov- 
elty) out of Xal, by Sin Rumbo. I think he will 
be a formidable colt all this year and he has the 
easy going of a true stayer, although a front run- 
ner by nature. An agent acting for a North 
American owner asked a price on him, but the 
answer was “not for sale.” 


Incidentally, here is the breeding of Eldorado, 
the stayer, winner of the Grande Premio Fred- 
erico Lundgren. He is by Tintoretto (by Solario 
out of Blandishment, by Blandford) out of La 
Mejor, by Safety First out of Zancadilla, by Yago 
II. He was bred by J. P. Nogueira, of Sao Paulo.

And It's Mostly Shadows 


RoME, May 18 

OME days ago, as I entered the handicapper’s 

room at the Capanelle track to have with him 
our almost daily talk about pedigrees and blood 
lines in good sires and mares—a matter in which 
he is very expert—I saw him on the point of 
going crazy over an endless list of names on a 
long sheet of paper. He explained to me that 
he was trying to work out fair weights for the 
thirty-five or forty horses nominated for an “as- 
cending handicap-selling race,” a formula which 
is quite unusual in the racing of this country he- 
cause “handicap” and “selling”? seem impossible 
to reconcile. 


The “selling” clause had brought into the race 
a considerable number of fourth-rate horses, 
which generally are likely to appear in handi- 
caps not more than two or three at a time. In 
this case, being the majority of the list, their 
placing in the handicap was a very difficult task, 
because if the worst of them had to be assigned 
such a weight as to let him have an adequate 
jockey, the best horse of the list would, in con- 
sequence, be given such a tremendous weight as 
to make impossible his participation in the race. 

The handicapper concluded by saying that his 
job was the most ungrateful one in the world, a 
complaint that I think is often on the lips of 
any handicapper in any country. 

Over here, a selling race is one in which all 
horses are nominated with their selling price. 
Every race provides for weight concessions for 
those horses whose price is under a certain limit, 
and for weight penalties when the price is above 
the limit. But generally, every horse gets a 
reasonable weight, and the chances are good for 
anyone in the field. The selling races are divided 
into four classes, according to the quality of the 
horses. The basic selling price for first-class 
selling horses is today about 500,000 lire, with a 
decrease of about 100,000 lire for each inferior 
class down to the fourth. After the race, the 
winner goes to the auction conducted by the track 
secretary in the weighing-room stand. Anybody 
can claim the horse, starting from the announced 
claiming price. The owner of the horse is al- 
lowed to participate in the auction; in this case, 
if he is the winner, he will pay to the track com- 
pany the difference between the selling price and 
the price reached by the auction itself. 

Moreover, before the race any horse which is 


_ entered can be claimed by anybody through a 


petition to the stewards, at its selling price plus 
the purse offered to the winner of the race. This 
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A Problem of Conditions 


The recent announcement from Arlington 
Park that the weight range in handicaps 
there would be limited to 20 pounds, plus sex 
and age allowances, brought new attention to 
the problems of conditions for races.

system of selling races has been long in oper- 
ation in this country, and it has proved satis- 
factory, so that very few changes have been made 
for many years. But its conception is quite differ- 
ent from that of the handicap, and when you put 
both conditions in a single race, a little trouble 
is going to arise. Another difficulty is that the 
handicap is not living today in Italy a very splen- 
did life, and the intentions contained in its formu- 
la ave being pretty often confused. : 


Ascending and descending handicaps have been 
the backbone of racing over here for many years. 
Our Jockey Club rules state that top weight in 
descending handicaps cannot be over 65 kilograms 
[143 pounds] and minimum weight cannot be less 
than 40 kilograms [88 pounds]. The seale of the 
ascending handicaps starts with 45 kilograms 
[99 pounds], and goes up without limit. 

The main idea is that good horses should look 
for the descending handicaps, where their weight 
cannot exceed 65 kilograms, no matter how good 
the horse might be, although the rules provide in 
exceptional cases for an increase of weight up to 
70 kilograms [154 pounds] for those horses who 
have previously won a considerable amount of 
money. 

Other horses should look for ascending handi- 
caps, where their weight will be very light, while 
the good horse, in this type of race, is generally 
assigned too much weight for him to have a 
chance, there being no limit of top weight. 

In the period from 1910 to 1930, or possibly to 
1935, the handicaps were very successful. Our 
best horses, often even some classic winners, were 
frequently engaged in handicaps. Weights were 
given by the handicappers with regard to the 
principle that the handicap must “level the 
chances” and it was common to see a group of 
seven or eight horses coming together at the wire, 
separated by a head or a neck from each other, 
and sometimes by less than a head. The group 
would include representatives of every type of 
weight; there might be a topweight with 65 kilo- 
grams, one with 59, two or three with 55 to 51, 
one with 48, two with 46 or less, all of them fight- 
ing hard for the victory in the space of less than 
two lengths, what we call over here the “hand-

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kerchief,” meaning figuratively all horses to- 
gether could be contained in it. 

The comment of the times was that such a 
handicap had been “made well,” and in fact it 
worked out excellently almost every time. There 
being numerous handicaps for every day of rac- 
ing, every horse had a fairly good chance of win- 
ning once in a while, so that the principles of the 
“impartially made” scale of weights could be 
rigidly enforced. 


The Tinkers Took Hold 


ATER on, in 1932 and subsequently, we got 

the calamity of the U. N. I. R. E. It is hard 
for a racing expert in any foreign country to un- 
derstand what the U. N. I. R. E. might be, and 
we have no intention of discussing this point here. 
It is enough to say that it was—and unfortu- 
nately it still is—a new branch of the government, 
under the direct control of the Ministry of Agri- 
culture, which takes care of improvements in the 
field of racing, unifies the initiatives of the vari- 
ous track operators supervises the work of the 
Jockey Club, and other monstrosities not worth 
talking about. 

The people in the U. N. I. R. E. did not have 
any definite idea of what to do, at first, so they 
started arguing about handicaps. They found 
that the handicaps were not “adequate to the new 
development of the Italian racing,” that they were 
“immoral,” that they were “technically unsound,” 
and things like that. As a result, the number of 
handicaps was limited to two for each day of 
racing at any track in Italy—though some tracks 
have three handicaps a day if they want them— 
and a new type of race was christened as “The 
Race of the Future,” the “Super Race,” the ever- 
lasting ““Model of Racing.”” That was the “condi- 
tioned race,” the stuff we have been eating plenti- 
fully for about ten years, and will probably eat 
for a long time to come. 

The “conditioned race” had, of course, existed 
before, and there was nothing wrong about it, pro- 
vided it was limited to its particular function of 
correcting the disproportions between horses of 
the same class, and giving each horse a fair 
chance of winning enough money to support it- 
self and not put its owner out of business. But 
the conditioned races soon became a religion, un- 
der the stern guardianship of the U. N. I. R. E., 
thus losing their peculiar advantages and inher- 
iting all the defects and vices that had been im- 
puted to the handicap. 

We cite here the formula of a conditioned race 
chosen at random in the spring of this year in 
Rome: 


“ADRIAN STAKE—80,000 lire purse, for 3-year-old colts and fillies 
and imported fillies which have not won, since February 1, 1946, a 
purse of 60,000 lire, or two purses of 50,000 lire. Entry, 500 lire; 
forfeit, 150 lire. Weight: 54 kilograms. Winners since September 1, 
1945, of 120,000 lire, weight penalty of 114 kg.: of 200,000 lire or 
4 purse of 75,000 lire, penalty of 3 kg.: of 300,000 lire or a purse of 
90,000 lire, penalty of 5 kg.; those not winners since March 1, 1946, 
of a purse of 50,000 lire, weight allowance of 2 kg. Distanee—1 mile.” 


Our horses are moving within this rigid system 
of penalties and allowances, which cannot be cor- 


rected, in case of necessity, to prevent a horse 
from winning five or six of these races in a row. 
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The corrections come every three or four months, 
when it is too late. Thus, exaggerating the im- 
portance of the conditioned race, we tried to es- 
tablish “justice” in our races, and we have 
brought about injustice. 

The statistics of recent meetings throughout 
Italy are no less eloquent. They show that for 
each five horses starting in a conditioned race, 
there are at least seven in each handicap, and 
we like to point out that in the present difficult 
situation of our racing material, to have seven 
horses start in a race is proof of the vitality of 
the handicap, of its basic soundness, and of the 
favor that it still enjoys among the horsemen. 

We have not yet explained to the foreign reader 
that in Italy the racing is not in the hands of the 
horsemen, as it should be, but is ruled by govern- 
ment officials, college teachers, labor union lead- 
ers, and other people less than qualified for the 
job. All this is a consequence of the power given 
to the U. N. I. R. E., and we hope we will be 
able to say more about this subject in one of our 
next reports. 

Track fans are still looking at the handicap as 
the best type of race, the race where betting 
reaches its height, where emotion is deeper, where 
the fight on the course is more vivacious, where 
the horse displays that fascination which is the 
ultimate secret of the never-dying success of 
Thoroughbred racing.

Inflation and So What? 


LONDON, June 30 
E have had a busy week’s racing, although 
there has been none of sufficient importance 
to refer to here. Fields have been of fair size 
but it is surprising how many comparatively well 
endowed races have dried up. One might take 
the view that we have attempted to get back into 
our pre-war stride rather too quickly. It is 
doubtful whether we have many more horses in 
training than last year, that is to say, just over 
2,000, but the number of races provided for them 
is infinitely greater. There is racing galore. 
Every executive whose race course is freed from 
wartime restrictions—and this now means the ma- 
jority—has applied for fixtures, in most cases 
with success. 

It may be assumed that the broad policy of 
the Jockey Club, so different from that of the 
Government, has been to encourage everybody 
concerned with racing and breeding to try and 
get back to normal. Controls, in this sense of the 
word, have been relaxed and initiative encour- 
aged. Similarly, the public, starved of racing for 
so long, and especially in some areas, as for ex- 
ample the Midlands, is being given the chance of 
making up for all those long and wearisome 
years when their racing was cut to the bone. 

There seems still to be plenty of spending 
money and the turnstiles continue to click away 
at top speed. As far as may be judged, the boom 
will at least carry on through the present season. 
We hope, too, that many of the people who have 
begun to go racing because for the first time in 
their lives they think they can afford it—we hope 
that many of them will “stick.” We hope for a 
far greater public for racing than there has ever 
been before. 

But money is not only coming into racing from 
this source. We are getting many new owners, 
many new breeders. Some of them will burn 
their fingers, but here again we hope that the ma- 
jority will stick. In this event the demand for 
bloodstock should at least continue at the present 
rate for the duration of the present season. I do 
not anticipate any fall in prices this season. It 
isa form of inflation, if you will, but who can 
say that what we call inflation today will not be- 
come the normal condition of tomorrow? If my 
prophesy of the continuance of the present high 
price levels should prove correct, buyers from 
abroad must be prepared to pay more or less at 
the same rates that obtained in 1945.

Robert Needham 


Y preoccupation with the racing at Epsom 
and Ascot has obliged me to defer mention 
until now of the death of Robert Needham, of 
Tattersall’s. This occurred, unexpectedly on 
June 4. After Somerville Tattersall’s death, the 
firm, which is a private concern, became the sole 
property of Gerald Deane and Needham. Ger- 
ald Deane for some time had been unwell and a 
tremendous amount of work devolved on the 
junior partner, although he was helped latterly 
by Kenneth Watt. 


Robert (‘“Bob,” to all his friends) Needham 
was, I believe, born in Australia, or any rate 
lived there for some years. He joined Tattersall’s 
in 1920 and was taken into partnership in 1935. 
His characteristics, as I saw them, were that he 
was a first-class business man, an expert on blood- 
stock values, and a rattling good auctioneer. He 
had that all-important attribute of a good auc- 
tioneer, confidence. He had confidence in himself 
and confidence in his knowledge of his subject. 
Thus, when he was selling, you always knew that. 
he was not “kidding’’—beyond the ordinary meas- 
ure of finesse, of course, which an auctioneer must 
employ. He was a very quick seller but never 
impatient. Then, of course, he knew his men. He 
knew the people he was selling to. 


I don’t know whether in private life he had a 
hobby or not. But I do know that he had what 
almost amounted to a passion for statistics. He 
would have made a name even in America, Land 
of Statisticians. Also, he told me once that he 
entered up his stud book every night. What that 
means in terms of hours may be judged by any- 
one who has tried it. I gather that there will be 
no major changes in the composition or organiza-. 
tion of the firm, except that presumably Gerald 
Deane will take in another partner. Kenneth 
Watt and John Cherry have both been in the ros- 
trum during the war.

js no proof whatever, so far as I know, that the 
trainer administered the drugs. He was not ac- 
cused of doing so; nor, to the best of my knowl- 
edge, was he accused of being cognizant of drugs 
being given. He himself and two of his best 
friends declare that he did not give the drugs, nor 
cause them to be given. The official view, how- 
ever, is that he, as trainer, was responsible for 
the condition of the horses under his charge, that 
one of them was found to have been given drugs, 
and his license was therefore withdrawn. 

It is a very painful case—such cases always 
are, although happily they are very rare indeed 
in this country—and it is impossible to comment 
on it without having a full knowledge of the 
facts. These facts, or some of them, may emerge 
in due course, but the initiative is unlikely to be 
taken by the Stewards. 


Confirmation From Airborne 


LONDON, July 7 

HE First July Meeting at Newmarket, held on 

the Summer Course, attracted capacity crowds, 
but produced very little racing of interest. Inci- 
dentally, the first day was marked by freak 
weather, with a thunderstorm, accompanied by 
very heavy hail, which did considerable damage 
to growing crops in the area. 

Nevertheless, the meeting was very pleasure- 
able and one race in particular occasioned great 
rejoicing. This was the Princess of Wale’s 
Stakes, a conditions event of important standing 
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in the Calendar. It is run over a mile and a half 
and invariably attracts one or two first-class 
horses. The rejoicing was because it was won by 
the grey Derby winner Airborne, who won at the 
expense of the Jubilee Handicap winner, the 4- 
year-old Paper Weight, and two others. These 
were the 3-year-old Royal Commission, of no 
great account as a race horse, and Marcel Bous- 
sac’s 5-year-old Priam. Priam is the horse that 
gave our Guineas winner, Court Martial, such a 
good race in the Champion Stakes last season. 

The facts of the case are that Airborne gave a 
very high-class exhibition, coming on the scene 
about a quarter of a mile from home and simply 
sailing away from his three opponents. This is 
as it should be, and the bookmakers were so im- 
pressed by the style of his win that they made 
him a 3-to-1 favourite for the St. Leger on the 
spot. But the great thing, apparently, was that 
our Derby winner had beaten and outstayed the 
French horse. We had found a real champion at 
last, and a stayer fit to take on the best stayers 
from France next year. Well, perhaps we have; 
I have no reason to suggest that Airborne is not 
a very good colt indeed. 

But Priam, unfortunately, is not a stayer, nor, 
as far as I am aware, has it ever been claimed 
for him that he is a stayer. A son of Pharis, out 
of Djesima, by Astérus, he is not bred to stay and 
to the best of my knowledge won no first-class 
long-distance event either at three or four years. 
He is a very nice horse indeed and it is very sat- 
isfactory that our Derby winner has beaten him,

Sales 


ESSRS. Tattersall, with Gerald Deane, re- 
freshed by a longish holiday and in full song 
again, in the rostrum, held their first July Sale 
before and after racing. Deane has taken Ken- 
neth Watt, a very capable young man, into the 
firm, and although the late Robert Needham will 
be greatly missed, the firm should be capable of 
carrying through the heavy sales programme 
which they have set for the remainder of the 
season. The sale was a mixed affair, with mares, 
foals, yearlings and horses in and out of training. 
There were no outstanding yearlings and the top 
price of the whole sale was 4,700 guineas, paid 
for a 2-year-old filly by Nearco. This was one 
of seven lots offered by the executors of the late 
Col. F. J. Lundgren. Five of the six lots were 
sold and realized a total of 14,100 guineas. 
The sale which follows next week is purely a 
yearling sale. There will be one or two fairish 
youngsters on show, but the catalogue is robbed 
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of some of its interest by the absence of any of 
the National Stud yearlings. These, in the past, 
have always been a feature of the Second July 
Sale. Now, owing to vacancies in the list, the 
National Stud has been promoted to September 
status, and its draft will be competing with the 
cream of the studs from all over the country. 

You may receive, before this message is read, 
particulars of one or two youngsters which will 
have sold for high prices, but the general run of 
the catalogue is on the moderate side. Some of 
the good studs are sending drafts, as is always 
the case, but the cream of the yearlings will not 
come up before September. There are obvious 
reasons for this, not the least of which is that 
trainers, short still of labour, are not anxious to 
add to their already crowded yards. The biggest 
consignment will be that of the Aga Khan, al- 
though only a few of his yearlings are by the 
fashionable sires. 

There is, however, one colt who, if he is good 
enough as an individual should realize a high 
figure. This is a chestnut colt, a twin, by Blue 
Peter out of Mumtaz Begum. Mumtaz Begum, 
herself a winner, is the dam of five winners. 
These include the Champion Stakes winner Nas- 
rullah (a temperamental colt but a good one, for 
all that), Darbhanga (winner of six races and 
sold for 7,600 guineas to the B. B. A. for Sweden 
last year), and the brilliant Rivaz. The next dam 
is the famous flyer, Mumtaz Mahal, by The Tet- 
rarch out of Lady Josephine. 

Very few of the yearlings are being sold with- 
out reserve, which may be interpreted as an in- 
dication that breeders have more confidence in 
the value of their yearlings than they have in the 
strength of the market. I personally think they 


have nothing to fear, for this season, at any rate. 
There are 216 lots in the catalogue.

has been prepared. The roster includes the get 
of 92 stallions. 

Of the 428 yearlings consigned to the sale at 
the Keeneland Race Course from July 29 through 
August 1, it may be expected that a very high 
percentage of them will be sold, because the 
Breeders’ Sales Company requires that a veter- 
inarian’s certificate be produced certifying to the 
injury or illness of any entry which may be 
sought to be withdrawn. Last year 422 were 
catalogued and 405 (96 per cent) were sold. 

The list is made up of 236 colts (55.2 per cent) 
and 192 fillies (44.8 per cent). During the years 
the sales were held exclusively at Saratoga, the 
colts composed about 60 per cent of the entries, 
the fillies 40 per ecnt. Since the Keeneland Sales 
started in 1948, fillies have made up between 42 
per cent and 45 per cent of the offerings. This 
probably represents in part an increased interest 
in fillies as racing and broodmare prospects, 
which has been markedly reflected in the in- 
creased average prices brought by fillies since 
1944.

The King’s Cup, 
Goal 


May Pass Up Other Races 


MELBOURNE, June 29 

LTHOUGH weights for the Caulfield and Mel- 

bourne Cups will not be available until July 

22, already there are hints that the new cham- 

pion, Bernborough (by Emborough), will not run 

in either of them. There was a suggestion this 

week from his trainer, Harry Plant, that it was 

the desire of Bernborough’s connections to retain 

an unbeaten record until such time as he was re- 
tired from racing. 

Bernborough is rising seven years old and is 
unbeaten in his last ten starts, but because of his 
years his Turf career cannot be too long drawn 
out. It is expected that he will be restricted to 
weight-for-age races, and one event his owner, 
A. O. Romano, of Sydney, is keen to win is the 
King’s Cup at Randwick in October. 

This event was started in Melbourne in 1927 
when the present King and Queen visited us. At 
that time they were the Duke and Duchess of 
York. His father, the late King George V, de- 
cided to give each year a gold cup worth 100 
guineas to go with a new race to be known as 
the King’s Cup, in which the distance always 
pee be 1% miles and the stakes never less than 
1,000. 

The race has become one of the highlights of 
the Australian Turf mainly because of the desire 
to win the personal trophy given by the King, but 
during the war it was discontinued. It will be 
revived at Randwick in October and it is one of 
Bernborough’s main missions. As there is a 
maximum weight of 131 pounds he will not have 
many opponents. 

One of the most unusual stewards’ enquiries of 
all time happened the other day at Randwick. 
When a horse named Pitt eased in the betting in 
a 2-year-old race, Sydney’s leviathan bookmaker, 
one William Mulligan, was heard to call out to 
another bookmaker “What firm of undertakers 
has the job of burying this one?” 

_ A member of the Australian Jockey Club heard 
the remark and reported it to the stewards. Mulli- 
gan was hailed before them on a charge of im- 
proper conduct and was fined £20, being told that 
a repetition of such conduct would lead to much 
more drastic action. 

Detector, a son of Hyperion, has been imported 
to Adelaide (South Australia) by H. C. Nitschke, 
who last year imported another Hyperion horse 
in High Peak, which is to stand next season at 
a fee of 300 guineas—a record for Australia. 

Horses owned by O. R. Porter, of Melbourne, 
have already won more than £20,000 in stakes and 
he will be the leading owner for Australia this 
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season although he is not far ahead of Mr. Ro- 
mano with £19,957. 

There has been some rather remarkable back- 
ing of the “two Bernboroughs” for the two cups 
as his price for the double shortened this week 
from 140 to 1 to 50 to 1, while one intrepid punter 
rushed in to put £1,000 on him at 12 to 1 for the 
‘aulfield Cup. He looks like losing his money as 
these pre-post bets are of course, “all in.” One 
firm of bookmakers already has laid the “two 
Bernboroughs” for more than £80,000.

Racing Returns to Poland 


Fiom an Associated Press story in the Newark 
Star-Ledger: 


One of the favorite sports of Poles—horse rac- 
ing—generally had to be discarded during the 
war and the occupation, but the Nazis did keep 
the races going at Lublin for a few days each 
week until the Russians started cutting deep into 
Polish territory in their drive toward Berlin. 

Right now, Poland hasn’t even enough horses 
to provide draft power for farmlands, so natural- 
ly there’s an acute shortage of anything that 
might be termed of racing calibre. 

However, lovers of the sport of kings have 
rounded up about 200 horses which can run, and 
now are operating a race meet in Katowice, the 
“Pittsburgh” of Poland. The horses are expected 
to be shipped to Warsaw in time for re-opening 
of the race track near there sometime in July. 

The Warsaw track, probably the largest and 
most modern in all of Poland, generally escaped 
war damage. The grandstand and enclosure are 
intact, but there are quite a few shellholes in 
walls surrounding the grounds that will have to 
be patched up. 

One of Poland’s greatest horsemen, Colonel 
Karol Rommel, now is living quietly in Lodz. Rom- 
mel was a member of the Polish team which took 
top honors in the military horseshow in Madison 
Square Garden in New York in 1927. 


The Case for the Horse

Press: 


After lengthy research into the subject, Prof. 
Hap O’Connor, the old semi-pro baseball umpire 
now specializing in Thoroughbred racing, has 
concluded that the animal kingdom’s greatest gift 
to mankind is the horse. 

This factual declaration could easily become the 
nub of a controversial matter as there are those 
whose first reaction, no doubt, will be of disagree- 
ment, thinking possibly in terms of the dog, cow, 
reindeer, water buffalo, whale and other sentient 
bodies of the lower class of acknowledged value 
to the human race. 

However, Prof. O’Connor is an expert on 
horses, being vice-president in charge of press 
box messenger service at Bay Meadows track. 
Note carefully his arguments in behalf of and for 
the equine family and we quote: 

“Without the horse: Paul Revere and the Lone 
Ranger would have been pedestrians. 

“The horsefly would have no objective. 

“A man could only lose his shirt in a laundry. 

“Happy Chandler, the ezar of baseball, would 
not have any horse-hide for his baseballs. 

“The Northwest Mounted Police would have 
callouses elsewhere. 

“Longfellow would never have written ‘The Vil- 
lage Blacksmith.’ 
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“The blacksmith would have been in some other 
racket, consequently there would be no ‘Anvil 
Chorus’ in music. 

“Lady Godiva’s hair would have dragged on 
the ground. 

“A centaur would be half something else. 

“Kreisler, having no bow, would have to slap 
his fiddle. 

“The champion horseshoe pitcher would never 
have been heard of. 

“Rodeos would look pretty silly—cowboys just 
pumping around with nothing under them. 

“Horse-radish would have another name. 

“There would be no horse laugh to discourage 
those bum comedians. 

“Milk wouldn’t be so popular; it took the horse 
to get it around. 

“Those cowboy songs wouldn’t have been writ- 
ten. 

“Uncle Tom wouldn’t have been horsewhipped 
and his cabin wouldn’t have been heard of. 

“Nobody would have horse sense, hence the as- 
sumption is there would be a lot more dumb peo- 
ple in the world than there are.

THE BURIAL OF RULE 47-C 


ARLY last December, immediately prior to 

the opening of Gulfstream Park, the Florida 
State Racing Commission added Rule 47-C to its 
regulations. The rule paralleled one which had 
been adopted in Illinois in 1943, and specified that 
persons who had been given reasonable advance 
notice of terms and conditions at Florida race 
meetings would be subject to being ruled off for 
life, at the discretion of the commission, if they 
failed to accept or abide by them. 

A few days later Gulfstream Park opened with 
$1,200 minimum purses and it seemed to horse- 
men, judging from the pari-mutuel handle, that 
the track could afford to raise them. A raise to 
$1,500 soon was forthcoming but horsemen still 
were displeased with the rule, which they termed 
a “gag,” and on December 19 they showed their 
disapproval by “forgetting” to make entries for 
the racing of the following day. Another purse 
increase was given, but the blacksmiths at the 
track meanwhile had decided to “go fishing,” a 
gesture which the Florida commission had no dif- 
ficulty in interpreting. The blacksmiths’ spokes- 
man, Harry Lockward, appeared at an open hear- 
ing of the commission on January 2 and stated 
that he thought racing already had an adequate 
body of rules and that Rule 47-C was an attempt 
to stifle public expression. 

On January 4 the commission announced that 
the rule would be suspended until June 30, and 
there the matter rested during the remainder of 
the Florida racing season. On June 17, about two 
weeks before the suspension was to end, the com- 
mission met and “rescinded, revoked, and _ re- 
pealed” Rule 47-C. 

One of the collateral developments in connec- 
tion with the rule was the unofficial blacklisting 
by the platers of Trainer Stanley Lipiec, who led 
in the number of winners saddled during 1945. 
While the platers were “fishing,” Lipiec under- 
took to shoe the horses he trained for Mrs. Lottie 
Wolf. Finding himself unable to do a satisfac- 
tory job of plating, he turned to the blacksmiths, 
but the smiths turned away, and shortly Lipiec 
was forced to resign his job because no one would 
shoe the Wolf horses, nor any other horses he 
trained. About two weeks ago he made peace with 
the smiths and is training again.

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IT'S IN HIS HEAD 


NE might add “unorthodox” to the many ad- 

jectives which have been used to describe the 
training skill of Hirsch Jacobs who has, with but 
two exceptions in the past 13 years, led all train- 
ers in the number of races won.

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horse. Observing the trimming of the feet he 
said: “Don’t take too much off. The track is hard 
and he’s liable to fracture a foot.” 

Out in an acre or so of grass, behind the two 
barns Jacobs occupies at Jamaica, the still early 
sun smiled a hot promise of more heat on a half- 
dozen men and horses.

Keeneland Asks Dates 


The Keeneland Race Course has applied to the 
Kentucky State Racing Commission for fall dates 
running from October 15 through October 26. 
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New Camera Techniques Tried 


Experiments in photographing the running of 
races from a helicopter hovering above the track 
reportedly are being conducted at Rockingham 
Park under the direction of Lou Smith, vice pres- 
ident and executive manager. Tests so far have 
shown that horses are not frightened by the low- 
flying plane. 

While Rockingham Park was experimenting 
with motion pictures taken from airplanes, tests 
were being conducted at Aqueduct with television 
cameras, set up so the stewards could view the 
race on a screen located in their stand. It is 
hoped that the system can be perfected to pro- 
vide a complete filming of a race within 1% min- 
utes after the finish. 

Meanwhile the Telefilm Studios, which pio- 
neered in photographing entire races, claimed a 
“new world speed record for... efficiency” when 
they delivered a film to stewards at Suffolk Downs 
and enabled the officials to judge a claim of foul 
within nine minutes after a race. 

“It means that the 16-millimeter films were 
collected, developed, and dried, shown on the 
screen and the stewards made their decision in 
less than nine minutes. It is definitely a world 
record for race coverage,” asserted Joseph A. 
Thomas, studio president.

When Seabiscuit, *Kayak II, Mioland, and other 
horses owned by Charles S. Howard were at top 
form, the winner’s circle at Santa Anita Park 
became jestingly known as “Howard’s Half Acre.” 
Now Hollywood Park has its “Mayer Meadow,” 
since Louis B. Mayer’s stable has won six of the 
13 stakes races at the track through July 6, and 
has become the winning circle’s most prominent 
and most prosperous tenant. 

Stakes No. 6 was added to the Mayer collection 
by the 4-year-old Be Faithful, another of the 
capable fillies in the barn, and like Busher, the 
Vanity winner last year, a product of Col. E. R. 
Bradley’s Idle Hour Farm. 

Be Faithful won handsomely by six lengths and 
sliced two-fifths off the track record set in 1941 
by Sir Jeffrey under 113 pounds. Jockey Jack 
Westrope kept her within striking distance of the 
pace-setting Miss Doreen, which ran the mile in 
1:35%5, sent her into the lead at the top of the 
stretch, and coasted in. It was Be Faithful’s sec- 
ond track record of the year—at Santa Anita 
Park on February 9 she had set a mark of 2:15% 
for 1% miles in the Run of the World Handicap, 
an overnight race. Be Faithful’s time of 1:42 for 
the 14%46 miles equaled the American and world 
records held jointly by Top Row and Bull Reigh. 
On this basis she would be the world record holder 
among mares and fillies. For his record Top Row 
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carried 109 pounds, compared to Be Faithful’s 
119, and Bull Reigh carried 121. 

Lasting Peace, though no threat to Be Faithful, 
ran a good race to finish second. Double F. F. 
was second to Be Faithful at the beginning of 
the stretch run but wavered. However she saved 
third money for the Isenberg entry, the other part 
of which was Going With Me, her full sister. 

Be Faithful ran as an entry with Widow’s Peak, 
which was fifth. The stable had considered send- 
ing Honeymoon after the Vanity, but instead 
started her in the American Handicap of July 4, 
in which she was seventh. 

Happy Issue, the Vanity topweight, was not a 
factor and pulled up sore. Canina, another West 
Coast star in the filly and mare division, which 
finished second to Busher in the Vanity of 1945, 
did not start because of a spread foot.

This year she had been 
beaten a nose by Hypnotic in an allowance race 
at Jamaica shortly before her effort in the Mod- 
esty. In 11 starts she has won five races, finished 
second three times, and third twice, earned $71,- 
525. Max Hirsch, who at the same sale bought 
Revoked for $41,000 and then returned him, has 
had no reason for regretting Athene’s purchase.

Of 265 nominations made to the Demoiselle 
Stakes last November, when the race was placed 
on a futurity basis, 63 remained eligible after the 
third payment and 11 were on hand for the run- 
ning. The change in conditions made a vast dif- 
ference in the winner’s share—Drumuir’s end of 
the purse in 1944 was $9,885, largest in the his- 
tory of the race prior to this year, but Carolyn A. 
earned $33,550. Of course the nomination and 
eligibility fees did not constitute the entire dif- 
ference, since the track added $25,000, a $15,000 
increase. 

The winner, which had broken her maiden less 
than two weeks previously, in her third start, was 
tackling a fairly stiff assignment, although First 
Flight, the East’s top 2-year-old filly, was pre- 
vented by a throat infection from starting. But 
in Pipette, L’Oiseau Bleu, With Honor, and Key- 
note her opposition was not negligible. 

Victory came to her as a result of Eddie Ar- 
caro’s horsemanship, and from her own reserve 
speed. At the top of the stretch Pipette, Keynote, 
and With Honor were running abreast, with 
Pipette leading by a head. Bright Song and Car- 
olyn A. were close behind them. Arecaro evi- 
dently intended to try the outside, but as he was 
about to move, Pipette bore out slightly from the 
rail. Arcaro and Ruperto Donoso, on Bright 


Song, instantly saw the opportunity and drove 
for the opening, but Carolyn A. had the greater 
speed and cut over from outside her rival to grab 
the rail and sprint to a 1%4-length lead. She was

If the Empire City management had needed a 
subtitle for its Butler Handicap, it could very ap- 
propriately have called it the “Upper Bracket 
Special.” Three of the starters—First Fiddle, 
Stymie, and Pavot—have earned well over $300,- 
000 each, and others in the field have managed 
to stay comfortably ahead of the oat man, if not 
the tax collector. A victory for First Fiddle 
would have placed him in the $400,000-bracket, 
but the only member of the rich trio to get a share 
of the purse was the consistent Stymie, which 
collected third money and kept intact his record 
of not having been unplaced this year. 

Victory and $39,900 went to George D. Wide- 
ner’s Lucky Draw, back at winning stakes again 
after a year’s absence from racing, enforced by a 
tendon injury received while winning the Jersey 
Handicap at Garden State Park in August, 1944. 
The $10,000 earned by Gallorette increased her 
winnings to $195,060, placed her 43rd on the list 
of leading American money winners, elected her 
to the company of Busher, Top Flight and Twi- 
light Tear. 

It had been speculated in advance that Trainer 
Hirsch Jacobs would start Ayah’s Boy to force the 
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pace and set things up for Stymie, who is at a dis- 
advantage in a slowly-run race. Ayah’s Boy was 
not a starter but his presence as a pacemaker 
wasn’t needed anyhow. Pavot, Helioptic, and 
Gallorette took the lead in relays, producing frac- 
tions in :23, :47, 1:11%, 1:36%. 

Lucky Draw meanwhile had his troubles. Hill- 
yer Court stumbled at the start and bumped him, 
and for the first two furlongs he was in tight 
quarters, but at length he got into the clear and 
caught Gallorette at the sixteenth-pole, beat her 
a head in 1:55%, four-fifths faster than First 
Fiddle’s track record, set in the 1944 Butler. Sty- 
mie closed like a comet, as usual, but his rush was 
delayed when he had to come around horses, and 
he finished 1% lengths behind the Brann filly. 
Pavot tired in the last furlong, First Fiddle made 
up ground but not significantly. 

Hillyer Court pulled up lame, possibly as a re- 
sult of his stumble at the gate, and Sirde broke 
his left fore leg, was destroyed later in the after- 
noon.

Not all the starters in the Arlington Futurity 
were strictly top drawer, but enough of the good 
ones were on hand to make it the most import- 
ant 2-year-old race run so far. Winners of the 
Pimlico Nursery, National Stallion, Tremont, 
Lafayette, Hyde Park, Orange Blossom, Hialeah 
Juvenile, Bashford Manor, and Joliet Stakes were 
at hand to try for the major end of a purse that 
grossed $79,875. In winning, William Helis’ 
Cosmic Bomb proved himself one of the ablest 
of his generation to race so far, and the $65,875 
he earned was the largest sum ever paid in the 
race. 

Despite the large field the start was good, and 
Education freed himself to take a quick lead and 
move into the turn on top by two lengths. Jet 
Pilot was closest to him and on the turn, when 
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Education began to slow up, moved to the front. 
Cosmic Bomb meanwhile had worked through the 
field from sixth place and was sent after Jet Pilot, 
which he beat by three-quarters of a length. Edu- 
cation and Jet Pilot set a very fast pace, running 
in :22 and :45. The winner’s time of 1:1045 was 
considered excellent for this season of the year. 
Colonel O’F, outrun early in the race, rushed up 
in the stretch to beat Milkwagonjoe a nose for 
third money. 

Only one member of the field, Stammy, received 
the three-pound maiden allowance, and no fillies 
accepted the issue. Jet Pilot, in taking second, 
duplicated Knockdown’s feat of last year, when 
the Discovery colt in the Maine Chance colors 
was second to Spy Song. Preoccupy, brother to 
Occupation, the 1942 Futurity winner, and to 
Occupy, second in 1943, started fast but could not 
keep up.

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Paris, Ky., and was bought by William Helis at 
the Keeneland Summer Sales of 1945 for $29,500. 
He is the sixth stakes winner of the year for 
Helis, who now is obtaining results from his ex- 
tensive purchases of Thoroughbreds. Cosmic 
Bomb, Earshot, Elpis, Miss Kimo, Phidias, and 
Rippey so far this year have accounted for the 
Acorn, Rosedale, Polly Drummond, Pollyanna, 
and Derby Trial Stakes, the Hannah Dustin, Con- 
stitution, and Skokie Handicaps, and the Arling- 
ton Futurity. Elpis, the Hannah Dustin winner, 
also was bred by Mrs. Hertz. 

When Cosmic Bomb was a yearling, Ralph 
(Carl) Baird, manager of the Hertz farm, was 
of the opinion that the colt might develop into a 
nervous, temperamental race horse, but recent 
reports are that he spends his time placidly eat- 
ing and sleeping, except when he is running, 
which he seems to do with a minimum of fuss and 
a sufficient amount of speed. Thus he requires 
more than an average amount of work. In seven 
starts he has won four races, finished once second, 
and once third, earned $75,965. The Arlington 
Futurity was his first stakes win, and he had been 
third to Colonel O’F and Tweet’s Boy in the Hyde 
Park Stakes. 

His victory represented the second Arlington 
Futurity victory by a grandson of Herodiade. The 
daughter of *Over There, which died in January, 
1939, after slipping twin colts by Head Play, had 
five named foals, of which only two were fillies. 
Jezebel, her first foal, was dam of Jezrahel, win- 
ner of the 1943 renewal for the combination of 
Owner John Marsch and Trainer Burley Parke. 
The other filly was Banish Fear, the dam of Cos- 
mic Bomb.

A company of 15 horses turned out for the Dick 
Welles Stakes, co-feature with the Arlington Fu- 
turity at the Chicago track on July 13. Though 
nominally at the scale weight of 126 pounds, al- 
lowances made the actual top 123 pounds, carried 
by Mighty Story and Rippey. Bogle got in with 
106, and the spread was 17 pounds. 

Last December, when the 2-year-olds of 1945 
were appraised as to their probable accomplish- 
ments at three, the Maine Chance Farm’s Lord 
Boswell received substantial support as a likely 
top-notcher. After winning the Blue Grass 
Stakes, Lord Boswell failed in the Triple Crown 
events and lost some of his loyal friends among 
the $2 bettors, but in the Dick Welles the Maine 
Chance Farm entry appeared substantial enough 
to warrant favoritism at $2.90 to $1. 

In winning, Lord Boswell showed that he does 
not necessarily need a distance. The Dick Welles 
was his first race of the year at less than 1% 
miles, and he scored in the fashion people had 
expected of him at longer distances, coming from 
fifteenth at the half to ninth at the head of the 
stretch, then opening up with a burst that dis- 
posed of With Pleasure and Pep Well in the last 
70 yards. He won by half a length, and in an- 
other stride he was a length in front. He worked 
out another furlong in 1:49, in preparation for 
the Arlington Classic of July 27. Incidentally, he 
wore blinkers for the first time. 

With Pleasure was well up throughout. Pep 
Well had none too much room early in the race

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and finished briskly. Rippey, Bogle, and Dark 
Jungle were the pacemakers. The first quarter 
was run in :22%5 (three-fifths slower than in the 
Futurity), but the half was run in :4445 (a fifth 
faster), and the six furlongs were traveled in 
1:09%5, a fifth faster than Myrtlewood’s track 
record. 

In 18 starts Lord Boswell has won nine races, 
finished second three times, and third once, earned

Soon after the Irish-bred *Mafosta was pur- 
chased from Ray Bell in California for a _ re- 
ported $25,000, he was taken to the Lansdowne 
track in Canada by his new owner, F. Ronald 
Graham, president of the British Columbia Turf 
and Country Club. The first time they schooled 
him from the gate he stood stock still when the 
bell rang, seemed unaware of what he was there 
for.

At $17.85 to $1, *Mafosta 
was the second-longest price in the field. 

*Mafosta was imported to the United States by 
Mr. Bell, who visited Ireland last fall and made 
several purchases. Not much publicity attended 
the importations, and *Mafosta’s victory in the 
Speed Handicap was the first major accomplish- 
ment of any of the group.

NEW YORK: THE RETURNS DIMINISH 


N a story released to newspapers and Turf jour- 

nals on July 18, Charles A. Kenney, of Lex- 
ington, president of the Thoroughbred Club of 
America, cited figures illustrating the decline of 
attendance and pari-mutuel betting at the New 
York tracks, and stated that without exception, 
every breeder he has consulted is opposed to sim- 
ilar increases in other states. 

“Since an additional 5 per cent tax on betting 
was imposed in New York this spring, princi- 
pally for the benefit of New York City, public 
patronage at the race tracks has decreased,” he 
pointed out. “At the Empire City meeting, 
through July 4, the daily average attendance was 
off 19 per cent from last year, and the daily aver- 
age pari-mutuel handle dropped 32 per cent. At 
Belmont Park the average mutuel handle dropped 
13 per cent, at Jamaica it declined 6 per cent, and 
at Aqueduct it was off 20 per cent. 

“The significance of this decline is that the pub- 
lic will not stand for being overcharged for the 
sport,” Kenney continued, “and the added tax does 
constitute an overcharge and a discrimination 
against racing. The Federation of Tax Adminis- 
trators has announced that racing paid $70,000,- 
000 in taxes last year. Racing patrons are aware 
of the heavy specific taxes that are placed directly 
on them for participating in the sport, and they 
resent the attempts to raise the tax to a prohib- 
itive degree.” 

Against the marked decline at the New York 
tracks, Kenney cited the gains made elsewhere. 
“In the entire United States,” he declared, “inter- 
est in racing has gained appreciably this year. 
At Delaware Park, which draws its patrons from 
Philadelphia and other eastern metropolitan areas 
greatly similar to New York City, the daily aver- 
age attendance was up 27 per cent during the 
30-day meeting just concluded, and the daily 
average betting was up 20 per cent. As is the 
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case in most states, the deduction from pari-mu- 
tuel pools in Delaware is 10 per cent, as com- 
pared to the 15 per cent in New York. Similar 
gains have been noted at every other race meeting 
held so far this year in other sections of the 
country, without exception.” 

The net effect of the added New York tax, the 
Thoroughbred Club president declared, has been 
to keep many patrons away from the tracks, or 
to cause them to do business with bookmakers, 
who are enabled by the tax to quote better odds 
than track prices and yet retain a satisfactory 
operating margin. New York newspapers, he 
said, report that bookmakers are operating freely 
at the tracks, and James Butler, president of the 
Empire City Racing Association, has been quite 
frank in attributing the decline of business at his 
track to the added tax. 

And far from increasing tax revenues, Kenney 
added, the additional levy and the consequent de- 
clinesin business quite likely will result in a much 
smaller return to the State. It has been esti- 
mated, he said, that if the present slump con- 
tinues, New York State will receive about $9,- 
000,000 less in taxes this year than in 1945.

Hall (Mrs. Laura Branham), at Gallatin, are rep- 
resented by five each. Miss Mildred Woolwine of 
Franklin has four, and James S. Tupper of Brent- 
wood has two. The yearling owned by Col. and 
Mrs. Campbell Brown, of Nashville, goes to 
Saratoga. 

The Holeman five are a careful selection from 
adozen. The single one from the deceased Equa- 
tor by (Equipoise) is a chestnut filly from Diesel- 
along, by Whiskalong, her dam Diesel, half-sister 
to Armful, dam of Armed. The others are by 
Hayride, and represent his first crop. 

The bay colt from Okapelita, by Okapi, has 
been praised by several experts as a very superior 
individual. Indeed, his splendid showing as a 
weanling caused several breeders to book mares 
to his sire. The bay filly from Ada M., by Sweep, 
is tops as an individual and her dam had pro- 
duced two winners from two starters. 

Searcely less desirable in individuality and per- 
haps even more so in pedigree are the bay colts 
from Pickout, by The Scout, and from Transcend- 
ent, by Transmute.

O this interested ex-bystander of the French 

Turf, the cart was put before the horse by Far- 
away’s report to London’s Horse and Hound, as 
quoted in THE BLoop-HorseE of June 29. After 
duly receiving and translating (with beaucoup 
difficulty) the remarks of R. LeMaire of Parvis- 
Turf regarding the situation, it seems that the 
resolution of the French stud-book authority read 
something like this: 


Horses foaled in Germany in 1944, 1945 
and to be born in France after being con- 
ceived in Germany in 1945, will not be admit- 
ted to the French stud-book. As M. LeMaire 
says, “The problem, it is evident, is about to 
be resolved. Is it the fairest answer?” 


The commission appointed by the Ministry of 
Agriculture, the French stud book authority, fur- 
thermore said, the article reports, “that the con- 
ditions for importation of animals in peacetime 
born in a foreign land do not apply to those foaled 
in Germany in 1944 and 1945 or those to be foaled 
in France which were conceived in Germany in 
1945, that the general welfare of breeding as a 
whole ought to be considered before the welfare 
of specific breeders, and that it is necessary at 
all costs to maintain the value of the French stud 
book.” 

It would seem to this observer that the “general 
welfare of breeding” would profit more from the 
matings made by the Germans at the National 
Stud Farm of the Third Reich at Altefeld. The 
question of whether or not these breedings are 
attested to in writing appears to be a minor point 
since the Nazis had a fanatical love of “pure” 
race and extended it to their horseflesh. 

M. LeMaire, to carry the whole thing a step 
farther, indulges in a French love of satire by 
asking whether the Societe d’Encouragement, 
which governs all race horses concerning their 
participation in racing, ought not to bar these 
expatriated horses from all races, thus eliminat- 
ing the chance that they “might contaminate by 
their ‘questionable’ breeding those races in which 
they take part?” 

Another of his queries says simply, “Will we 
see on racing programs horses by an unknown 
sire and dam? Or will the owner be authorized

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the average fan and owner in the days when this 
turfiste roamed the Bois de Bologne), all is not 
serene on the banks of the Seine. 

Somehow it keeps cropping up that there is a 
link connecting this Jersey Act fracas with the 
reluctance of the French stud book and The Jockey 
Club (in New York) to accept the “Thorough- 
breds” which were recovered from Germany. The 
Army Remount Service, which is now planning to 
open a new registration section in its stud book 
[the American Remount Association Half-Bred 
Stud Book] to take care of the refugees and make 
them half-legitimate at least, might put the Coun- 
ter-Intelligence Corps of the War Department to 
work. Spies have been known to contact organ- 
izations in maintaining secret liaisons. 

It is, of course, only natural that the French 
guardians of the holy stud book would back up 
the British in their Jersey Act stand. And the 
Jockey Club, “mum” until now on the same ques- 
tion, follows in their steps. In fact, the non-reg- 
istering of the American (ex-German) bloodstock 
(with an assist credited to France’s stallions and 
some of her mares) could qualify as neat retali- 
ation by those besieged in the ivy-cloistered tower 
known as the Jersey Act. 

If the Russians had spirited off some of these 
defranchised Thoroughbreds, the Peace Confer- 
ence in Paris would have made even less headway. 
The brotherhood of the Red Star believes in fight- 
ing for its demands.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


Churchill Downs Expansion 


Col. Matt J. Winn, who believes a busy life is 
the best one, announced on the eve of his 85th 
birthday (June 30) expansion plans at Churchill 
Downs to serve 150,000 persons. Principal addi- 
tion will be an underground pavilion 1,000 feet 
long and 165 feet wide, to be built in the center- 
field between the quarter-pole and the eighth- 
pole. The underground facilities will include 
mutuel booths, rest rooms, and other accommoda- 
tions, and the roof will be used by spectators, who 
will be able to view the races without getting in 
the line of sight from the grandstand. 

Dirt moved from the centerfield will be banked 
on the clubhouse turn to provide space for more 
boxes and terraces. Seats for about 40,000 addi- 
tional patrons will be provided, increasing the 
capacity of the track to an estimated 150,000. 
Colonel Winn said about 110,000 persons were on 
hand for the 1946 Kentucky Derby. A sunken 
garden also will be built in the centerfield and a 
new approach will be constructed to the press 
box. 

Colonel Winn is said to have drawn his idea 
for the underground installations from the 
Grundwall track near Berlin, Germany, which he 
visited in 1913. To provide access to the center- 
field, another tunnel is to be built under the 
track. The plans were approved by directors of 
the American Turf Association, which operates 
Churchill Downs and Lincoln Fields.
